icals had extinguished the blaze. 
Clough said no theories as to the 
I cause of the crash could be ad­ 
vanced without further investiga­ 
tion. 
Perry was closely associated with 
Wiley Post before Post was killed in 
a crash in Alaska. 
He operated an 
airplane shop for Braniff when it 
was located at Wiley Post airport at 
Oklahoma City.

Against Confession. 


St. Louis. Dec. 24 (AP).—Mrs. Nel­ 
lie Tipton Muench admitted Wed­ 
nesday in a copyright story in the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch she carried 
out the bizarre “gift of God” baby 
hoax for love of Dr. Marsh Pitzman, 
middleaged bachelor physician. 
The Post-Dispatch quoted her as 
Raying she made a voluntary confes­ 
sion “for one purpose, to do some 
good, if that is possible at this late 
day, for the only innocent person 
convicted in this so-called conspira­ 
cy—my devoted husband.” 
Mrs. Muench and her husband, Dr. 
Ludwig O. Muench; Mrs. Helen Ber- 
royer and Wilfred Jones, an attor­ 
ney, were convicted in federal court 
last Sunday of attempting to de­ 
fraud Pitzman. 
The specific charge was that they 


used the mails in an effort to obtain 
money by falsely representing the 
physician was the father of a baby 
boy whose birth Mrs. Muench an­ 
nounced August 18, 1935, as a “gift 
of God.”
